5.— The 
state supreme court today upheld 
the validity of the 1*4 per cent wage 
tax the city imposed January 1 on 
all Philadelphians and all persons 
who earn their living in Philadel­ 
phia regardless of whether they 
live here. 
In a cryptic, three-line opinion, 
the court dismissed the appeal of 
counsel for Mrs. Jennie Dole, $10-a- 
week shirt factory worker, who had 
sought vainly to have the law de­ 
clared unconstitutional by the com­ 
mon pleas court. 
“The decree of the court below, 
dismissing the plaintiff’s bill, is af­ 
firmed from the ruling of Pres­ 
ident Judge (L. Stauffer) Oliver. 
Costs to be paid by the city of Phil­ 
adelphia,” the per curiam decision 
said. 
The Dole suit, one erf several 
brought by taxpayers in a vain at­ 
tempt to upset the law, contended 
the tax ordinance violated the “due 
process” clause of the federal con­ 
stitution by not specifically giving 
taxpayers the right to appeal the 
tax. 
The levy is expected to raise ap­ 
proximately $18,000,000 for the city 
in 1940.

Murphy Assumes 
Place As Justice 
In Supreme Court

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 — Frank 
Murphy, the 46-year-old former a t­ 
torney general, put an active life 
in the turbulent political arena be­ 
hind him today to enter the cloist­ 
ers of the supreme court. 
Murphy, fifth appointee of Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt to the high tribun­ 
al, already is a supreme court jus­ 
tice by virture of having taken the 
constitutional oath. He takes a jus­ 
tice's oath on the bench today. 
With Murphy’s ascension, the new 
deal achieves a clear majority of 
the court, which has held many acts 
of the Roosevelt administration un­
